EAKLY AITION NOT EXFEI'TED 


The popular view 
that 
complete 
agreement on the part. of the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan, Is 
only a matter of a few days, is not 
shared In by the naval e x p e rt charged 
with working out the details of Secre­ 
tary Hughes' proposal for limitation 
of naval armaments. 
These experts, impressed with the 
immensity of their task, are convinced 
that nothing reaemhllng an agreement 
can be reached before Jan. I, at the 
earliest. 
Undoubtedly, 
considerable 
progress has been made, but It Is no 
secret that the reconciliation which 
must he made of the divergent views 
on capital ships, submarines and air 
craft carriers can only 
he 
accom­ 
plished with infinite pains and the 
expenditure of much time. 
The Japs, it must he remembered, 
have only agreed to Hughes plan "for 
the purpose of study," aud the discus­ 
sions are proceeding along that line. 
They hold that the American estimate 
is faulty, and ask for a higher ratio 
for Japan. 


DILL NOT ENTER LEAGUE 


It is suid that one ut Woodrow Wil­ 
son’s private advisors at the Peace 
Conference makes tbs prediction that 
the Armaments Conference will lead 
the United States into the League of 
Nations. There will he less reason or 
excuse after tile present conference 
has euded for the existence or the 
League than there is today, and that 
is practically nil. 
Wilson and his fol­ 
lowers are trying everything imagin­ 
able in their desperate efforts to en­ 
tangle the United States in European 
affairs. 
We are ready at all times to 
deal with Europe in any matter iu 
which we are concerned, but are not 
and never will he ready to bind our­ 
selves to participate in European af­ 
fairs when some League council tells 
us to. 
We will deal with cadi prob­ 
lem as it arises a ld in accordance 
With its merits at (hut time. 
We ure 
not guiug to he led into the League 
either by the Armaments Conference 
or otherwise.
